The one principle difficulty with 
Spiritualists and non-believers is that 
the basis of spiritual existence must be 
considered, and that the basis being 
wrong, like astronomy, chemistry or 
any other scientific proposition, the 
conclusion must be wrong aleo. When 
spirita declare their individual experi- 
ences they declare them correctly, theie 
is not the slightest motive for misrepre- 
sentation; if there is misinterpretatioa 
it is in the individual spiritua! state, 
not because there is an iatention to 
misrepresent, but the reason that the 
statements differ is because the states 
differ; is because each individual repre- 
sants his or her own spiritual condition, 
and the variety of individual lives. 
the difference in individual states, the 
lack of perception, or the increased per- 
ception or inspiration in them, or the 
lack of knowledge, whatever makes up 
the spiritual quality or life must deter- 
mine what the spiritual state is. All 
boundary lines, all demarcations that 
are physical, or in their nature organic, 
everything that bears resemblance to 
the physical earth, excepting the psy- 
chological recollection of that earth.

live your life for you; no one can do 
your work for you; no one can lhink. 
your thought for you; no one can be 
immortal for you; and as that is true, 
the whole realm of spiritual existence is 
merged into the divine barmony which 
takes up the individual parts and fita 
them in the perfection of tbe whole. 

Because all-inclusive; because all 
souls are ip its plap; because every 
manifestation on tbe earth and in epirit 
existence is a portion of its plan; and 
because the inter-communion between 
the two worlds iə belpful; and because 
nothing is final excepting truth, from 
whatever source that truth may come 
ft is juat as final. So does Spiritualism 
do away witb all the lines, and bar- 
riers, and leading strings; with all the 
smail obstacles placed in your way by 
cburch, theology and materialism; and 
bids you to remember thut the universe.

Within the past fifteen yeara the 
spiritua] movement has 
chauges amounting to revolution. 
Woodhull craza broke up many old so- 
cleties and divided the workers; leav- 


became estranged; and the great cause 
and divine Impetus were subjected to 
personal prejudices and enuervating 
strifes, which Ily represeuted the beau- 
tiful philosophy evolved by angel mio- 
istration. Some of the old societies 
went down to rike no more, Otbers 
left material out of which new ones 
arose and dkil valuable service for a 
time, and some still continue, It was 
about that time that materlalization 
became conspicuous, aud a morbid de- 
mand for materializiog mediums cre 
ated a pxychic cycloue that swept in 
nearly all sevaitives aod fospired a 
falao ambition to the great detriment of 
other and equally vuluable phases of 
wediumship. There can be little doubt 
that the feverish demaud for matertall- 
zation pot ouly absorbed the attention 
of jnveatigatora and mediums to the 
neglect and depreciation of other phases 
quite as u eful and more certain, but 
stimulated mediums and adventurers 
alike to undertake more than they 
could honestly fulfil. Moreover, this 
psychic storm so turned the currents in 
the spiritual atmosphere as to influence 
the direction and co-operation of the 
unseen maolpulators. Demand and 
supply are ever interdependent. When 
there was no demand—except as cloud- 
ed by theological Ilgnorauce and hedged 
with horror and diabolism—the spirit 
world bad no supply for a people that 
shuddered at tbeir approach, and re- 
peiled all thelr proffers of help. When 
the demand was for any evidence they 
choose to glve, aud was gratefully and 
giadiy accepted, the supplies were 
showered upou us in a great varlety of 
ways, und with aeweetnesa and integ- 
rity and uplifting power that T fear hee 
sadly deterlorated In the excitement 
and confusion of popular acceptance. 
When materjalization became the ab- 
sorblng demand, and Investigators ig- 
nored the minor facts aod less preten- 
tious forms of mediumeblp, the unseen 
workers must either conform to the 
prevailing influence and devote their 
efforts tothe only line of action that 
could secure attention or withdraw. 
This double current directed from the 
two worlds ia one dominating stream 
of psychie activity, could hardly fail] to 


develop morbld excesses, erratic phe- ! 


nomena, d'seased mediumaliip and ad 
mixtures of deception. The unreason- 
log creduljty on the one band, aud the 
absurd skepticism ou tbe other—both 


‘acting jo a spirit of partisan bias which 


lð never just—conspired agai ist the in- 
tegrity of the helpless sena'tives, and 
made them martyrs to the unreasoning 
Ignoranc3 and dogmatic conceit of be- 
llevers and doubters alike. A reaction 
ls setting in, and we may expect all 
these bitter lesions to yield a harvest of 
wisdom fn the fulJness of time. Nearly 
syochronlzlog with these great psychic 
pulsations, aroze the most sigoificant 
movement that Spiritualism has evolv- 
ed in the past 30 years. It began, I 
think, at Lake Pleasant, Mass., and baa 
spread over the entire country. Camp 
Meetings, of course, are no new things.

The more you think of 
this proposition and the more it isre- 
vealed to the understanding from witb- 
in, that eternity is here aod now, that 
the stepping into or oot of the habita- 
tion, the taking on or offof the physical 
raiment is only one of the external fac- 
tors, and eomewhst animportent. How- 
ever important asa physical fact, tbe 
spiritua! proposition connected witb it 
is the only important one. 

Theo we have a still larger view 

which sl) Spiritualista must learn to 
take sooner or later; to day, or to mor- 
row, or another day; tbat every phase 
of manifestation jo Spiritualiam is an 
adaptation to tbe needa of the world 
and pot a finality. Ifspirita can do so 
and so, why don’t they do this or thal? 
people esy. Wby don’t they move 
this house? That they can, as well aa 
to move an atom, ls perfectly true; that 
they could, $f an adequate spiritual 
purpose was to be served, is evident. 
Bat you will please to explain why 
they should, just because the buman 
mind asks them to do ft? It would be 
a great inconvenience tothe owner of 
the building, it would produce nothing 
but a momentary excitement. It would 
be one of the nine days wonders of the 
world, but extatlishiug nothing; and if 
the Louse had to Le moved as a matter 
of convenleuce or economy, you bave 
the usual dynamical metbods. Then 
people say, well, now if this is true, why 
does not the epirit world satisfy me? 
Phat is the important proposition in 
the universe. Toe one who addresees 
you bas thought tbat, too. Some years 
ago, when Spiritualism was in ita in 
fancy, the one who inepiree your epeak- 
er to-day tbougbt well, if tbis is true, is 
it not worth while that I should know, 
and why does not the spirit world eatis- 
fy me? I soon found out, however. 
that it did not make the slightest d.ffer 
ence t> the spirit world whetber I ac- 
cepted this truth or not; it might make 
a great difference to me; and that, the 
the manifestations being in existence, 
if I did not choose to investigate and 
avail myself of them, why should the 
powers of spiritual existence bend to 
my egotism? Would it make eternity 
longer orjsborter, add one jot or tittle to 
the value of spiritual existence? Was 
it not my loes if I did not seek j1? Waa 
there any gain to Spirituatiam if I 
found it? By no means. Therefore I 
came to understand that when I was 
baffled in avy particular experiment, 
when some maolfestation would nearly, 
but pot quite, eatisfy me, whea I would 
pursue what would seem to be a thread 
of discovery, and I would find it lead- 
ing to nothing; when on the one hand 
there seemed to be discrepancies, aod 
on the other indubitable evidence, it 
was for a purpose. Why could I not be 
decided? Simply because { bad not 
that klod or condition of mind, my 
miod was not fashioned to be decided 
in a moment, and for twenty-five or 
thirty years euch was the case; yet at 
the end of that time I found myself in 
possession of such an amount of testi 
mony that if testimony alone were re- 
quired I had enough to convince the 
world. Tuls fully shows that it is not 
what the spirit world does that satisfies, 
but the state of the mind in which 
those are who receive it; it shows that 
it is pot what je demonstrated, but the 
condition of the people, and that the 
manifestations of Spiritualism are 
working their way as fast as the minds 
of the world can assimilate them, as 
the world can uoderstand, aud that 
Bpliritusliem aa the grand proposition, 
as the stupendous proposition of this pe 
riod of the world, ls more than confirm- 
ing itself by the manifestations that 
occur, That the manifestations must 
not precede the proposition; if they do, 
then doubt and obliquity is thrown 
upon tbem until the world growa up to 
the proposition. 

The first thlcg le a discovery of a 
principle in science and lta announce- 
ment, the next the persecution of fhe 
announcer; but the world grows up 
to the demonstration. Spiritualism 
more nearly tban any other prop- 
osition iu the world bas the announce- 
ment and demonstration together, but 
the demonstration has pot come first. 
If all the world should clamor for a 
miracle, or if a manifestation should 
occur that would set the whole populace 
to wonder aod amazement, there would 
stil] be no demonstration until it enter- 
ed the minds of the people what was to 
be demonstrated. A great many valu- 
able minds in Spirituailem have come 


into the proposition first acd demon- | 


stration afterward: have accepted the 
mental, epiritual aod e'hica! parts, and 
then have witnesed intelligently the 
menoifestationos A greal many othere 
hate been barled into the maoife-'a- 
tious too mon, sod have been obliged 
to take refuge in some of thse literal 
churches, concerning which questions 
were asked to-day. A great many 
bave been thrust heallong lato the 
facts who know nothing about the 
spiritual proposition, aud have been 
wandering around it for thirty years, 
invetigatiog and trying to Hod more 
facts. Ifyou have one arithmetic it is 
jaat aa valuable asa huodred: but we 
know of Spiritualists that carry at least 
a thousand, in the way of physical 
manifestations aod testa, but they 
mean notbing: aot ove problem of life 
is solved by toem. Tae valua of one 
arithmetic is to solve the matbema’ical 
problems that may occur ia daily life 
or lo business, with the propositions 
therein contained; and the man wou'd 
be accounted ap idiot who would go 
Jolling out arithmetics to his friends. 
Tae whole proposition of Spiritualiem 
is included in tbe fact as well as in the 
all-abiding snd perfect truth; that the 
manifestation comes Ín sccordance 
with need that It comes io respouse to 
that peed, that it is gu ded bya pur- 
pose, that that purpose not oniy in- 
cludes the whole of the genera! mani- 
festation of Spirituallem at this time in 
tbe world, but all its parts, and that 
when all tuose partsare fitted in togeth- 
er, like the experiment which seems 
to bea failure In science, it but forms 
more certain testimony on the wide of 
its trutb. So that between the frag 
mente, in tbe midst of tbe debris, 
tbrougbont the lucongrulties, you read 
in sbiniog letters ut last that the apirit 
world aod work sre ont; however va 
ried the material expression, however 
divercificd the gifte, however strange 
aod siogular the seeming manifesta- 
tions, or whatever may be the incon- 
gruities coocerning the instrumenta 
employed, the work of theepirit world 
is a uuit; and this work, and the dem 
oustration of it, are included in tbe 
Spiritualism of to-day; which witb all 
its seeming crudities of external mani 
featation, nevertheless leads you bebind 
that manifestation unto the only realm 
that conquers death and the fear of it.
